WORK IN NEW YEAR WILL 

LET TRAFFIC INTO STREET 

COUNCILS PLAN AIMS TO HELP REJUVENATETOWN CENTRETRADE 


Work to re-open a stretch of 
Abington Street to traffic in 
a bid to increase shoppers in 
Northampton town centre, is 
due to begin in the New Year. 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil and Northamptonshire 
County Council plan to re¬ 
open the section of road be¬ 
tween St Giles Terrace and 
Wellington Street. 

The road will re-open for 
one-way traffic, travelling in 
the direction of Wellington 
Street, and the new layout will 
include some parking, loading 
and dropping-off bays. 

Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh, the leader of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, said: 
“We said we would re-open 
Abington Street to traffic in 
our manifesto in 2011 and now 
we are ready to move forward 
with those plans. 

“We want to bring this ar¬ 
ea to life, while still ensuring 
that it is pedestrian friendly 
by improving the environ¬ 


ment with more trees and new 
paving. This is just one of the 
measures we are taking with 
our partners to boost the town 
centre. Now we need to hear if 
there are any issues for people 
before we start work.” 

The borough council is 
writing to businesses in the 
town centre to tell them about 
the move and there will be a 
chance for people to see draw¬ 
ings of the new street layout on 
display in the One Stop Shop at 
the Guildhall. 

Councillor Jim Harker, 
leader of Northamptonshire 
County Council, said: “We 
are committed to working 
with our partners to bring 
improvements to Northamp¬ 
ton town centre and the re¬ 
opening of Abington Street to 
traffic is latest component in 
a far-reaching plan to bring 
increased economic growth. 

“We are seeing great 
progress in regenerating the 
town with a number of excit¬ 
ing projects.”

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Woman’s Thai mission to 
save dogs from meat trade

A woman from Northampton 
has travelled to Thailand to 
help rescue three dogs which 
were due to be slaughtered 
as part of the county’s meat 
trade. 

Rachel Barton, aged 51, of 
Duston, is a volunteer for the 
Soi Dog charity, which aims to 
provide veterinary care and 
new homes for abused dogs 
in Asia. 

This week she completed 
her second trip to Thailand to 
accompany three dogs back to 
the UK so they can be given to 
new owners who chose to help 
them after seeing them on the 
Soi Dog website. 

Mrs Barton said: “We’re 
working with the Thai author¬ 
ities to try to end this trade. 

“Dogs are being stolen from 
gardens and are then kept in 
small wire cages in the jungle 
before being taken over to Vi¬ 
etnam. 

“They are taken to areas of 
the country where dog is eat¬ 
en and are made to suffer be¬ 
fore they die as it’s believed it 
makes the meat more tasty.” 

Soi Dog was founded in 
2003 by Margot Homburg 
Park and John and Gill Dailey 
and has helped provide veteri¬ 
nary care, in the form of neu¬ 
tering, to more than 50,000 
dogs and cats since it was set 


up. 

Mrs Barton, who owns 
two dogs, said she became 
involved with the charity af¬ 
terbecoming aware of animal 
welfare issues. 

She said: “I was blown away 
by the charity and just could 
not believe the work that it 


was doing. 

“It is so forward think¬ 
ing and they are just trying 
to raise awareness of the dog 
meat trade.” 

Mrs Barton, who is now 
part of the management team 
of Soi Dog, said she was hop¬ 
ing to go to Thailand again to 


pick up some more dogs to be 
re-homed. 

Soi Dog is now working 
with the Thai navy to try to in¬ 
tercept vehicles crossing over 
into Vietnam which may con¬ 
tain dogs used for meat.

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A DOG which survived for 
three days in a ditch after be¬ 
ing shot five times and hit on 
the head with a spade, has 
made a full recovery and been 
re-homed. 

In last week’s Chron, we re¬ 
ported the court case of Marc 
Turnbull, of Dainty Grove, 
Grange Park, who tried to kill 
Rocky, a tan crossbreed, in a 
lay-by on the A5, between Kils- 
byandWeedon. 

Turnbull was jailed for 20 
weeks for causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to an animal 
and banned from owning a 
pet for 20 years. 

After being looked after 
by the RSPCA, Rocky has now 
been re-homed with Rebecca 
Doy and Darren Clarke, in Bur¬ 
ton Latimer. 

Ms Doy said: “Rocky has got 
a brilliant temperament. Eve¬ 
rybody who sees him falls in 
love with him. 

“We’ve had no problems 
with him. He’s very good na- 
tured. 

“It’s amazing he’s like he is 
after all he’s been through.”

FAMILY PROBLEMS? | 


December decision 
for free parking 


Officials will decide in Decem¬ 
ber if a free parking scheme, 
which was trialled in North¬ 
ampton during August, should 
be extended. 

Last month, Northampton 
Borough Council allowed driv¬ 
ers to park in a number of the 
town’s multi-storey car parks 
for free on Saturdays and for 
up to two hours during the 
week. 

Figures released by the 
authority this week showed 
more than 30,000 drivers 
parked free for up to two 
hours during the trial and al¬ 
most 18,000 more parked for 
free on Saturdays. 

Because of the financial 
implications of the scheme, 
the council will not make a 
decision on whether or not to 
extend it until it sets its annual 
budget in December. 

But the leader of the au¬ 
thority, Councillor David 
Mackintosh (Con, Rectory 
Farm) said he believed the free 
parking trial had been a suc¬ 
cessful way to boost the town 
centre’s economy. 


He added: “This summer 
we wanted people to come in¬ 
to our town centre to see what 
was on offer. 

“Free parking has clearly 
been very popular with mo¬ 
torists, and will be among the 
topics set to be discussed at 
the town centre summit later 
this month. 

“The next step now is to 
look at the success of the 
scheme to our local economy 
as we plan our budget in De¬ 
cember and look at how we 
can support our town centre 
businesses.” 

In total, the free park¬ 
ing scheme attracted 7,803 


more cars to the town than 
were usually recorded in 
August, an increase of 21 per 
cent. 

It is not yet known if the 
scheme could be extended to 
run in just August next year 
or throughout the whole year, 
but Councillor Mackintosh 
said such proposals would be 
looked at when the authority 
sets its budget. 

Motorists can still park 
free in all the council’s car 
parks on Sundays and bank 
holidays, and for up to an hour 
in the Mayorhold, St John’s 
and St Michael’s multi-storey 
carparks all week.

£50,000 is pumped 
into broken fountain 


The broken fountain in North¬ 
ampton’s Market Square 
is to be rebuilt at a cost of 
£50,000. 

Since July, Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council has consulted 
the public on the future of 
the fountain, which has been 
switched off since higher than 
normal levels of bacteria were 
found in the water in August 
2012 . 

After 58 per cent of the peo¬ 
ple who took part in the survey 
said the fountain should be re¬ 


built, the council has revealed 
plans to build a ‘raised pool’ on 
the current fountain site. 

It is hoped the new design 
will stop water in the fountain 
becoming contaminated. 

The council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration, Coun¬ 
cillor Tim Hadland (Con, Old 
Duston) said: “I’m delighted we 
can look forward to the foun¬ 
tain being turned back on by 
next summer. Although it was 
a popular meeting point for 
shoppers, we had no choice 
but to turn it off last year as 


the design was not suitable 
for the location. Specialists 
have advised us on a way to re¬ 
model the fountain to make it 
safer, butwewantedtobe sure 
that investing in remodelling 
the fountain was what people 
wanted.” 

Once a developer is ap¬ 
pointed, work on the fountain 
is expected to take 16 weeks. 

The fountain was installed 
under Northampton Borough 
Council’s previous Liberal 
Democrat administration in 
2010 at a cost of £98,000.

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Cricket club can use lights for concerts

Northamptonshire County 
Cricket Club has been given 
permission to use its flood¬ 
lights for pop concerts, 
despite admitting it did not 
consult residents on the plans. 

The Wantage Road club ap¬ 
plied to Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council for permission 
to use the lights twice a year 
for concerts, a request which 
was granted at a meeting of the 
council’s planning committee 
on Tuesday. 

The club has also been al¬ 
lowed to extend the time it is 
allowed to use the floodlights 
at late-night matches, so tel¬ 
evision interviews can be 
carried out on the pitch after 
games. They will be left on un¬ 
til 10.30pm a maximum of six 
times a year. 

A total of 47 residents ob¬ 
jected to the plans, and also 
claimed the club had “con¬ 
sistently and persistently 
breached” its current condi¬ 
tions, which the club refuted. 

Duncan Chalwick, speak¬ 
ing on behalf of Wellingbor¬ 
ough Road residents, said: 
“The lights have severely dam¬ 
aged quality of life since they 
were erected three years ago. 


“This is about drawing 
a line, and saying enough is 
enough. It is time to take a 
stand. The cricket club’s ambi¬ 
tions are laudible but the bal¬ 
ance has tipped towards giving 
them everything they want.” 


Defending the club, David 
Smith, said: “I have been chief 
executive of the club for two 
summers and at no point has 
anyone contacted us about any 
breaches.” 

Speaking about the late- 


night matches, Mr Smith 
added: “This is purely for Sky 
games. It will have no impact 
on people leaving and will 
align us to the other 18 first 
class counties.” 

Regarding concerts, he 


said: “The club would like to 
have the opportunity to have 
two concerts per summer. 

“We are a not-for-profit 
business; money is re-invested 
in spectator facilities.” 

But Mr Smith said the club 


had not consulted residents on 
the matter. 

Chairman of the planning 
committee, Councillor Penny 
Flavell {Con, Rushmills), said: 
“I hope in future you will base 
with residents.”

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Warning issued over 
bank card thefts 


A scam where bank cards 
are stolen from kindhearted 
people as they give directions 
is operating across 
Northamptonshire, a victim 
has warned. 

Disabled pensioner Susan 
Fuins said her cards were 
taken while she was in the car 
park of the Aldi supermarket 
in Old Greens Norton Road, 
Towcester. 

She had got out of her car 
to give directions to a “well- 
dressed man” and had her 
back turned to her vehicle 
while they both consulted a 
map. 

But the 64-year-old 
believes her bank cards were 
removed from her handbag, 
which was on a front seat of 
her car, while she was talking. 

She said: “I’m angry. I was 
only being nice and helping 
him and he took advantage.” 

Mrs Fuins only learned of 
the theft when a police officer 
called her to say her bank 
cards had been confiscated at a 
supermarket in Northampton 
after staffbecame suspicious

of the person using them. 

By that time the thieves had 
bought goods and taken out 
cash totalling about £500. Mrs 
Fuins believes that someone 
hadwatchedher enter her PIN 
number before tipping off the 
thieves. 

The police officer said a 
similar crime had happened 
at Waitrose in Towcester. 

Several other people 
have claimed on Mrs Fuin’s 
Facebook site that similar 
thefts have happened 
in Wellingborough 


and Northampton. 

Northamptonshire 
Police have said five similar 
incident have been reported 
since May in supermarket 
car parks in Northampton, 
Daventry, Towcester and 
Wellingborough. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “In all of these 
incidents, the victim has 
been approached by someone, 
speaking in broken English, 
who has asked for directions 
and, on some occasions, then 
produced a map which they 
have unfolded on another car. 

“Some of the victims have 
then got out of their car to help 
give directions. 

“Whilst they are distracted, 
a second person has removed 
bank cards, cash, purses 
or bags from the boot or 
passenger seat of the victim’s 
car. 

“In many of the incidents, 
the victim has not realised 
they have been a victim of 
crime until they have returned 
home or the offenders have 
attempted to use the stolen 
cards.”

Jobs at new Lidl store 


Discount supermarket 
chain, Lidl, has been given 
permission to build a new 
store on the outskirts of 
Northampton, creating up to 
40 jobs. 

The site in Gambrel Road, 
St James, is close to the 
redeveloped Sainsbury’s 
store in Weedon Road, and 
the recently opened Marks 
& Spencer food store in 
Sixfields. 

Lidl said the store would 
represent a “multi-million 
pound investment” and would 
provide between 30 and 40 


jobs. The plans were passed 
by councillors at a meeting 
of Northampton Borough 
Council’s planning committee 
on Tuesday. 

Planning officers said the 
site had been assessed as 
suitable, and would not take 
shoppers away from the town 
centre. 

Concerns were raised over 
road safety, as the entry to the 
site is around a blind corner, 
and job losses at businesses 
already on the site. 

Ajet Tocilla, who currently 
runs the Eagle Valeting 
Centre on the site, said: “This 
is a family business which 


employs 17 people. My family 
and employees rely on this 
business.” 

But Lidl’s representatives 
told the meeting that 
businesses on the site were 
on short-term contracts, and 
had been given sufficient 
time to find alternative 
premises. 

Lidl currently has one 
store in the town, at Weston 
Favell. The company said it 
would recruit locally and the 
chairman of the planning 
committee, Councillor Penny 
Flavell {Con, Rushmills), also 
asked it to consider taking on 
local apprentices.
